because "We were approached by 
members of the community who 
felt that the manner in which the 
case was handled was harsh. We 
are familiar with the handling of 
similar cases and something has 
gone wrong. You have a 14 year- 
old charged and the 
circumstances are unique. This is 
a tragedy all the way around,” 
explained Albin. The appeal will 
be based significantly on the case 
having been tried in the adult 
courts instead of the juvenile 
courts. "Experts in psychology 
say he is an excellent candidate 
for rehabilitation. The adult 
system is just a mere warehouse,” 
states Albin. Ethel Fulcher, 
mother of the deceased youth 
reacted strongly against news of 
the appeal. "He [Ferguson] got 
what was coming. There should 
not be an appeal." However, 


supporters of Ferguson feel 
differently. After news of 
Wilezz, Goldman & Spitzer 


handling the case, the public has 
called and sent favorable letters 
praising the firm for their efforts. 

On October 7, 1988, Fulcher, 
allegedly attacked Ferguson out- 
side Edison High School where 
both attended school. Ferguson

was 14-years-old at the time, 
weighed 110 Ibs. and was about 
5'7" tall. 

Ferguson had been sent from 
his home in Newark to Edison to 
live with his grandmother in the 
predominantly white community 
so that he could have educational 
advantages, 

Ferguson had been an honor 
student at Newark Boys Chorus 
School. He had no criminal 
record, no history of violence and 
was well liked by both peers and 
teachers. But his mother ed 
for his safety in Newark. 

According to eyewitnesses, 
Ferguson had been with a group 
of friends, including both white 
and black youngsters. One of the 
white youngsters had been at- 
tacked by a white youth from an- 
other group and Ferguson had 
intervened and stopped the fight. 

Then Steven Fulcher, age 17 
and a trained wrestler weighing 
about 160 Ibs. started yelling 
racial epithets at Ferguson and 
then charged him. Steven, ac- 
cording to later medical reports, 
had been intoxicated at the time. 

Reports say that Fulcher 
struck Ferguson and knock him to

Can a change in the 
weather make you sick?

After a week of golden Indian 
summer, the temperature sud- 
denly drops to 40 degrees. The 
familiar refrain starts: "I got a 
cold from this change in the 
weather." 

Did the quick shift cause a 
cold? Do seasonal variations re- 
ally affect health? To separate 
facts from myths, it is appropriate 
to examine the common cold, 


whose onset is often blamed on 
the weather. 

Without the introduction of a 
virus into the body--most often 
the rhinovirus--cold symptoms 
cannot occur. Temperature 
changes do not cause colds, but 
the virus thrives in a cold temper- 
ature. If the temperature of the 
nasal area is cool, it will provide a 
favorable environment for the 
virus to grow. 

The virus, which is not air-

vantage because it would apply to 
cars registered in the state, re- 
gardless of where they were 
bought.” 

Senator Rice noted that auto 
thefts in 1987 and 1988 totalled 
$357 million, 

"The only ones who benefit 
from the high cost of auto thefts 
are dealers who are able to sell 
new cars," said Senator Rice. 
"Every time a car is written off by 
the insurance companies, the 
owner is forced to buy a new or 
replacement vehicle.” 

The Senate Law, Public 
Safety and Defense Commitee 
declined to approve the bill after 
lobbyists for the dealers acted in 
opposition. 

Senator Rice said that he will 
continue to work for enactment of 
the bill and he urges the public to 
pressure auto dealers to drop their 
resistance. 

"The high auto theft rate con- 
tributes to expensive insurance 
coverage," stressed Senator Rice. 

"Anti-theft devices are readily 
“availabte al reasonable prices.” 

Senator Rice's bill would al- 
low motorists to deduct up to 
$500 from their taxes 12 cover the 
cost of the equipment.

Great Britain, Canada, the United 
States, India, Japan, Australia, ad 
infinitum. 

Yes, ten months ago the world 
was gripped by the euphoria of 
Mandela's release. That event 
signaled the end of South Africa's 
orgy of apartheid, and heralded 
the demise of white domination, 
It also signaled the advent of non- 
racial democracy in a land which 
has never tasted it for a third of a 
millennium of white-black con- 
tact. 
But, "Tick-tock, “tick-tock,” 
ticked Mandela's clock after his 
release. The world rejoiced, hop- 
ing democracy which was 
sweeping violently around the 
world had at long last come to 
South Africa. President de Klerk 
who had promised mankind the 
moon, dillydallied, _vacillated, 
played Russian Roulette with 
Mandela. De Klerk didn't live up 
to his promise to negotiate with 
the black leaders toward ending 
the scourge of apartheid and ush- 
ering a free society. 

The clock continued to tick 
and tick. But, still, de Klerk wa- 
vered, changed his mind, nibbled 
at apartheid's labyrinthine past 
sins and atrocities, but didn't end 


apartheid. Meanwhile the Blacks 
grew impatient. 

Time did not stand still, And 
apartheid's sins brought in their 
train tribal faction fights, 
Afrikaner-perpetrated black-oñ- 
black conflicts, versus township 
dwellers chasing and hacking 
each other to death in the ghetto 
alleys. A reign of terror gripped 
the world's richest gold and dia- 
mond mining country.

These are not the lyrics to a 
song but the awful realization that to be black and male in this country 
is to have a 50% chance of surviving. 

In recent history, there was a young boy shot in the back by a white 
police officer while his hands were raised; two boys have been hunted 
by packs of white youths and killed; one young man has been 
sentenced to 30 years in jail for defending himself against a boy 3 
years older and 50 Ibs heavier than he. Five boys have been convicted 
in the Central Park jogger case where no evidence has been produced 
to link any of them with the crime. And finally, as if the streets were 
not enough to deal with, our President sits comfortably in DC 
mouthing rhetoric and sending hundreds of thousands of young men 
of which 25% are minority to the Persian Gulf to fight for oil. 

This litany does not account for the thousands of young blacks who 


Something is wrong when these types of situations keep occurring 
more frequently while very few see the pattern or the deliberate 
manner in which our youth are being destroyed. 

Why don't our young men have the educational tools necessary to 
equip them with job and life skills? Where are the school 
administrators and faculty? What is their responsibility? 

Where are the community centers for our young men? What do 
they have to do except stand around? Where are the recreational 
facilities where they can go for constructive activities? 

Where are you, parents? Where is your guidance, your discipline, 


Some parents may say, "It's too late." Some may say, "Not my 
Johnny. I don't allow him to run around with those other kids." 

Well, it's never too late to give a young person hope for a brighter 
future. There are numerous success stories where young men have 
redirected their lives to become responsible adults. 

As far as thinking your son is safe, you should realize that it only 
takes being in the wrong place, at the wrong time for your son to 
become a victim of racism—that vicious element that destroys our

youth to die for rich people's in- 
terests in a land 8,000 miles 
away. In the super-rich Gulf 
States area, there is ample proof 
that what African-Americans in 
the Desert Shield's operations will 
be protecting is years of chattel 
slavery of other Blacks who're 
being used in the palaces of the 
ruling families of Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Qatar, Bahrain and the 
United Arab Emirates. And in the 
broader Middle East our ally, the 
State of Israel, has broken as 
many rules as Iraq is accused of, 
and has been an occupying force 
in Southern Lebanon, the*West 
Bank and Gaza Strip with im- 
punity for years. While war may 
be good for everyone he has a 
vested economic and real estate 
interest, African-Americans can't 
even get a job or fair shake in 
their own land and are expected 
to put {heir lives on the line to 
protect the lands of the sheiks, oil 
companies and the military 


occupations of the Israeli. As we 
go to protect the economic claims 
of rulers from here to therc, when 
will African-Americans demand 
that we get a better deal from oil 
companies, the Administration 
and Congress? 

Don't Black Americans need a 
better deal than to have our young 
die in far-away wars and then to 
return to a status-quo and ongoing 
rejection in this country? Don't 
the Palestinians need a better deal 
than to be held captive by Israel 
in their own lands? If we go to 
war, shouldn't the dark-skinned 
People who have been held in the 
Gulf States' slave trade be given a 
better deal than to be unwilling 
slaves, servants and concubines 


there? And if we are being fair, 
doesn't Iraq need a better deal for 
access to waterways and oil fields 
that at one time were part of their 
territory? 


The war that President Bush 
continues to seek is for mainte- 
eap oil to fuel the in- 
dustries of Anglo countries, to put 
the harems of the kings and 
princes of the Gulf States back in 
place and to keep Israel as the un- 
challenged war and political force 
in the Middle East. The war that 
Bush seeks means absolutely 
nothing to the lives, progress or 
justice of African-Americans. The 
war that Bush will make, at $40 
million a day, has nothing to do 
with democracy, ` liberty or 
freedom for us, nor the millions 
of dark-skinned people who are 
trying to survive in the Middle 
East. 


So, what good is the coming 
war for the African-American 
community? Absolutely nothing! 
We, like Saddam Hussein and 
most of the Arabs, have been 
treated to a double standard by 
the same people who are now 
seeking that we lay down our 
lives for them.

Spelman has educated many 
successful, outstanding members 
of our communities. One alum- 
nae, Brigadier General Marcelite 
Harris was recently promoted to 
general in the U.S. Air Force. 
This mother of two is the vice 
commander of the Oklahoma City 
Air Logistics Center at Tinker Air 
Force Base, Oklahoma. She is the 
first Black female Air Force gen- 
eral and helps manage 26,000 
workers in the maintenance of 
various military aircraft and mis- 
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siles, 

Another Spelman graduate, 
Aurelia Braziel, is the highest 
ranking Black woman officer in 
the foreign service, and was re- 
cently nominated by President 
Bush to serve as the next U.S. en- 
voy lo ihe Federated States of 
Micronesia. She is a 22-year State 
Department veteran, and currently 
serves. as minister counselor of 
Economic Affairs for the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Tokyo.

Hun- 
dreds of my Spelman sisters are 
breaking new ground and paving 
the way for hundreds more who 
will enter the world prepared to 
fulfill their goals. Spelman's re- 
spected faculty motivate many 
bright, hardworking young 
women to pursue the unlimited 
opportunities available with a 
college education. 

While I am partial to Spel- 


man, there are over 100 Black 
colleges from which young men 
and women can choose. Black 
higher education institutions are 
seeing a substantial increase in 
enrollment, which is promising. 
According to John White of the 


University of North Carolina in 
Asheville, "There is less racial 
tension (at historically Black 
schools). "And there is an atmo- 
sphere that especially fosters 
achievement among Blacks," he 
adds. 

Despite increasing enrollment 
rates, Black colleges - especially 
lesser-known institutions -- have 
difficulty attracting faculty. 
About one-third of the nearly 
20,000 Black faculty teach at 
Black colleges. Fewer than one- 
sixth are fulltime professors and 
the rest are assistant or associate 
professors. 

This is disturbing news for 
young people who choose to at- 


tend historically Black colleges. 
Future students may discover 
their higher education options 
limited through the lack of Black 
educators. 

Whatever the future outcome 
may be, today we must insure that 
every child is prepared for and 
has the opportunity to attend col- 
lege. A college degree can open 
some doors, but it won't guaran- 
tee success. Hard work and per-

us -- will get you somewhere,

What goes wrong? Somehow, 
the imaginary picture of the per- 
fect family enjoying the holidays 
together often ends up in chaos, a 
tear-stained disappointment for 
children and parents alike. 

The pressure of keeping up 
family traditions gets to every- 
body. Parents end up with a list of 
things to do that is so long they 
forget why they're doing it. Chil- 
dren are asked to "be good" and 
“be quiet". And we all go through 
it to express love and a giving 
spirit 


pirit, 

"The holidays are a special 
time to be together and take time 
out to show we care about each 
other. We need to remember to 
put the family first, and not let the 
Pressures turn love into anger," 
said Department of Human Ser- 
vices Commissioner and co-chair 
of New Jersey Governor's Task 
Force on Child Abuse. and Ne- 
glect Alan J. Gibbs. 

The New Jersey Governor's 
Task Force on Child Abuse and 
Neglect compiled a list of tips for 
parents on how to handle the 
stress of the holidays: 

Look at your list-of things 
to do, cut it in half and assign 
tasks. You can't fit a whole year 
of cleaning, visiting, shopping 
and cooking into two short weeks. 
The children will help, especially 
if you help them plan how to get 
it done, 

* Plan a shopping budget 
before you make your first pur- 
chase and try to stick to it. Re- 
member to include holiday meals 
and other expenses, so you don't 
get caught short. 

* Try to think of "from the 
heart" gifts to give to give and 
get. Create family "gift certifi- 
cates" for special time together or 
for doing extra chores. Suggest 
handmade crafts or children's art. 
Try writing special poems or sto- 
ries about why you care about 
each other. Make "“hand-me- 
downs" special with a ceremonial 
passing on of favorite toys from 
older to younger children, 

* Ask your children, no 
matter what age, to make a "wish 
list" and to limit it to a few items. 


It works. Older children under- 
stand what spending money 


means, and young children can be 
taught to understand sharing. 

* Look for a new way to 
show the true spirit of the holi- 
day. Every family has its own 
culture and its own ways to show 
love. What can you and your 
children do? Maybe each can give 
up a gift to allow a small family 
donation to a charity. Or perhaps 
you could volunteer, as a -family, 
to. work at a soup kitchen or 
nursing home. 

* Tell your children when 
you're becoming overtired or 
overwhelmed. Listen when they 
give you the same message. Say 
out loud, "I'm tired and crabby 
and need to take a break." Ask 
them for help to feel better. Give 
them the chance to tell you when 
they feel the ‘same way and offer 
to help them,

As dramatized by Na- 
tional Black Touring Circuit's en- 
semble of actors and singers, 
God's Trombones is instilled with 
Johnson's fervent advocacy for 
racial equality.

borne, can live on a surface or 
object touched by someone with a 
cold. Frequent handwashing can 
help prevent a cold from spread- 
ing. 

A reaction known as allergic 
rhinitis can be confused with cold 
symptoms. An inflammation of 
the nasal lining; it is induced by a 
substance to which the person is 
allergic and can cause a runny 
nose. 

Certain illnesses follow a sea- 
sonal timetable, but the relation- 
ship to weather is unclear. 
January and February are the 
months when influenza reaches 
epidemic proportions. -From 
March to June seems to be the 
time for chicken pox and measles. 

In the summer months, we 
encounter a type of virus called 
enterovirus that lives in contami- 
nated water and causes cold-like 
symptoms that people refer to as a 
"summer cold." Summer also is 
the time for mosquito-borne en- 
cephalitis and the infections of 
Lyme disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever. 


Seasonal allergies follow the 
growth patterns of nature, Spring 
brings allergies induced by trce 
pollen, followed later by pollen 
from grasses and ragweed. 


Some rheumatic conditions 
seem to vary according to tem- 
perature and barometric pressure. 
Studies show that patients can 
feel worse when these changes 
occur and that pain is gi 
summer than winter. 


Certain injuries are specifi- 
cally related to temperature. Heat 
cramps, exhaustion and stroke, 
for example, are specific re- 
sponses of the body to high 
temperatures. Hypothermia

for 10 years and taught wrestling 
to the children. I had no problem 
with him." Similarly witnesses 
attest to Ferguson's character by 
recounting what an outstanding 
Samaritan he was. In an appeal 
there will not be any further 
testimony, however an entire 
reference will be submitted that 
attests to Ferguson's character. 

Lawyers for Ferguson feel 
that the community as well as 
society will be better served if the 
case is mandated to the juvenile 
system. If the conviction is 
overturned, and Ferguson is 
sentenced as a juvenile, he could 
receive a maximum of 20 years in 
a rehabilitation center where there 
is no mandatory minimum. "I 
believe in an eye for an eye. 
Thirty years isn't long enough. 
My son will never come back," 
stated Mrs. Fulcher, 
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In answer to why Ferguson 
was tried as an adult , Albin 
mentioned, "The Middlesex court 
public defender argued that the 
private attorney of Ferguson did 
not handle the manner completely 
and as a result Ferguson was 
waved to the adult courts." While 
many may perceive this as just 
one more in a series of racial 
incidents, the Fulcher family 
disagrees. "Steven was not a 
racist, He had a good friend that 
was "colored”." 


Albin hopes to be before the 
courts within 6 to 9 months, while 
young James Ferguson waits in 
Bordentown unexposed to the 
adult prison population. If the 
appeal fails, Ferguson will remain 
behind bars for the next three 
decades.
